Skillman, Ky., Oct , 22 -(Special. )— 
In the death of Thomas D. Ireland, 
Hancock county has sustained the loss 
of one of its most influential and noble 
citizens. His death, which occured 
Monday, October 21, was a great shock 
to everv one in his family and this com- 
munity. Being a man of much push 
and energy, he worked too hard on 
Wednesday and was over heated, then 
cooled off very quickly which gave him 
a chill and in a very short time had to 
take his bed. Pneumonia set up and 
death resulted in less than four days. 

Mr. Ireland was born in Galatin, 
county, near Warsaw, Ky., on the 
Ohio river, Oct. 21, 1837, making him 
70 years of age the day of his death. 
He spent his early life in the hills of 
old Galatin, and many were his ups and 
downs according to the story of his life. 
When he reached manhood and the 
long-to-be remembered days of the 
early Sixties came on, he joined the 
Southern army under Helm's command 
in the Third Kentucky Cavalry. He 
fought bravely for four and a half 
years until the close of the Civil war.

Unto 
this union seven children were born;six 
of who survive him with his wife, one 
daughter having died in childhood The 
following are the names of those living:

H. , of Evansville, Benton, who is at 
home and Hughes, now in school at 
Lexington.

AS TO THE LAW ON 

ISSUING TAX WARRANTS. 



Editor News: 

The Attorney General is the chief law officer of the Com- 
monwealth, and as such, it is his duty, upon the application of 
any executive or ministerial officer of the State, to give all 
such officers his opinion in writing touching any of the duties 
of his office. (See section 112 of the Kentucky Statutes.; 

Auditor Hager, now the Democratic candidate for Gover- 
nor, requested the Attorney General, under this statute, to 
construe section 24, article 8, of the new revenue act. This is 
that part of the law providing for tax warrants. In response 
to this request, the Attorney General tiled a written opinion in 
regard to the law concerning tax warrants on December 13, 
1906. Here is what he says in regard to the fees the County 
Clerk and Sheriff may charge: 

"So we conclude the Clerk is entitled to a fee of 60 cents 
for issuing a tax warrant." 

"If the Clerk indexes the warrants he is entitled to 10 cents 
for each name." 

"The first clause fixes the fee (of the Sheriff) at 6 per cent, 
on the first $300 of the warrant and 3 per cent, on the residue." 

Under this opinion of the Attorney General the legal fees 
are not exceeding 70 cents to the Clerk and 14 cents to the 
Sheriff. In this county the Clerk has been charging $1.50 as 
his fee and the Sheriff 50 cents as his cost. In other words, 
they have charged more than twice as much as the Attorney 
General 3ays is legal. There were more than 2,000 tax war- 
rants issued in Breckenridge county last year by the County 
Clerk. Figure it out yourselves and see what this iniquitous 
tax warrant law cost the tax-payers of this county.

loint Building For Organizations « 
Alumni of New Ingland Inatitutions. 

A nine story house In New York for 
college men, the lower third of which 
will be common to the New York 
graduates of six New England Insti- 
tutions and tbe other six-ntntba ap- 
portioned, a ninth apiece, to the grad- 
uates of each of the Institutions, Is the 
latest Idea In clubhouses, says the New 
York Tribune. 

The originator of the plant, Altston 
Sargent, secretary of the club of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology. 
In East Tweuty eighth street, says it 
has been received with enthusiaam by 
New York graduates of the six Institu- 
tions— Amherst, Brown, Dartmouth 
Massachusetts Institute of Technol* 
gy, Wesleyaa and Williams. Tbe Nev, 
York men who have attended each I " 
them now have clubs of their own, tl 
average membership of which Is aboi 
800. That number makes a good size 
club, but not large enough to provide 
the advantages of the houses of tin 
Harvard, Yale and Princeton grad 
nates. 

Five hundred thousand dollars Is tht 
amount which It Is planned to raise 
among the members of the six collegt 
dabs for the new building. With KM 
members to a club, this means thai 
the composite New England organ izn 
tlon would start out with a member 
ahlp of 1.800. and those Interested In 
the plan think that this number eovM 
easily be increased to 2.800 or 3.IHX) 
The additional members would be 
drawn from graduates of the Inst I 
ttons named who do not at 
long to the clubs 
tbelr alma mater, bv 
If tbe proper facilities 
ware offered. 

Tbe alte suggested for the 
In or near College row or Clubhouse al- 
ia*, aa West Forty-fourth street b*» 
tween Fifth and Sixth avenues bus 
come to be kaown. In tbe nine stor;. 
building considered there would hie 
1 enough for billiard and smokiuu 
room*, bowling alleys, squash courts, 
a large dining room, an assembly room 
id sleeping apartments. To these 
I members would have access, while 
floor apiece would be reserved for 
the preservation of the half dozen col 
lege atmospheres. Tbe maintenance 
of each of the college floors would be 
b) Its frequenters, while the gen 
administration of the building 
would be looked after by a houae com 
mlttee made up of representatives of 
each of tbe component clubs. 

If the scheme proves to be a success. 
It Is pnsslb'e that It may be Imitated 
by graduates of colleges with Insuffi- 
cient numbers to maintain a clubhouse 
themselves. There may be a New 
York Pacific Coast Colleges club, n 
York State Fnlverslty club and a 
Middle Western association.
